On this, our Store’s 47th birthday in Winnipeg, let us look back and see what has been 
accomplished, just to remind us that as those before us built, not only for themselves but 
for us, so, too, must we build, not only for ourselves, but for those who are still to come.

Either we go ahead or we go back. This rule applies to business as well as to everything 
else in life. As long as each and every one of us contributes to the growth of this business, it 
will continue to expand and, in expanding, guarantee the livelihood of everyone who shares 
in its support. 


Looking Backward 

The first sod was turned for the Winnipeg Store, 
July 24, 1904. The proposed five-storey building, 
then a mere six acres of floor space, was scheduled to 
open in a year, and open it did, July 15, 1905, when 
an estimated 2 5,000 swarmed through the premises 
for a preview. 

The following Monday, July 17, the new Store 
started in business. Within two weeks it was found 
necessary to add another storey and the original staff 
was increased from 750 to 1,250. 



As We Are 

Since that day, 47 years ago, progress has been 
continual. We have acquired many more acres of 
property. Our staff has been increased nearly eight¬ 
fold, our merchandise departments have increased 
from 29 to nearly 50 with corresponding mail order 
departments. Our floor space has grown from the 
original six acres to nearly 46 acres. Our services 
have been continually expanded to suit the differing 
needs of the public. Car parking, for instance, un¬ 
heard of and unneeded in 1905, is so familiar a fea¬ 
ture that it is taken for granted! Elevators, esca¬ 
lators, air conditioning, and many more modern in¬ 
novations are part of the normal picture of to-day. 
So, too, the main Store and the Mail Order buildings 
have undergone successive structural alterations to 
meet the crying need for space in which to expand. 

Our delivery system which started with 12 wag¬ 
gons and sleighs and 30 horses, is now a mechanized 
fleet of 185 tracks with over 200 men on the staff. 

With the expansion came the necessary increase in 
telephone service. The last ten years alone have seen 
the calls increase by nearly 30,000 in a normal five- 
and-a-hzlf-day business week. 


The Welfare Picture 

Never backward in looking to the welfare of the 
employee, the Winnipeg Store opened a hospital in 
1910. Following years saw the inception of the 
Assistants’ Association, an organization which has 
sponsored so many employee activities, besides look¬ 
ing after the education of its own members and 
an educational department for staff training. Rest 
rooms and lunch rooms for employees were also part 
of the scheme. 

In order that employees should have healthy 
recreation, every type of sport for which there is 
a demand is encouraged and sponsored through the 
medium of the Sir John Eaton Memorial Fund. 



Public Service 

The war of 1914-18 saw over 1,000 employees 
leave our ranks for service in the armed forces. The 
war of 1939-45 took over 2,000 from the staff of 
the western division. On the home front the staff- 
organized Victory Loan drives proved outstandingly 
successful. Every call for public service has seen 
this organization respond in generous measure. Many 
small acts of kindness and extra thoughtfulness on 
the part of individual members of the staff have 
contributed in no little way to the picture of 
Eaton’s as a generous friend to the community. 

Without this background of the principle of pub¬ 
lic service, such progress as the years have shown 
could not have been achieved. It must be maintained 
for further progress to be possible.

A LEN’S-EYE VIEW

With summer holidays at hand, now is 
a good time to check over your camera. Be 
sure it is ready to take those prized pictures 
that will give you so much enjoyment later 
on. There is nothing more disappointing 
than to come back from a holiday and find 
the pictures didn’t turn out. Here are a 
few hints that will help: 

One —Be sure your lens is clean. You 
can’t see through dirty glasses or a rain- 
spotted window, and your camera can’t 
take pictures if the lens is dirty. Wipe it 
very gently with a soft linen handkerchief 
to remove dust and dirt—and while you’re 
at it, better clean that view-finder, too! 

Two —Dust out the inside of your cam¬ 
era. Like everything else it gets full of 
dust. A soft brush is ideal for this job. 

Three —Check over your shutter to be 
sure it opens and closes properly and watch 
that it isn’t set on time exposure. It hap¬ 
pens So often. Don’t let it happen to you.
